Patrick Doran, Conditional Pardon. 

Victoria R. 

Whereas Patrick Doran was, at a Special Commission holden at Dublin on the 8th day 
of April 1867, convicted of high treason, and sentenced to death, which was afterwards 
commuted to penal servitude for life : 

We, in consideration of some circumstances humbly represented unto Us, are graciously 
pleased to extend Our Grace and Mercy unto him, and grant him Our Pardon for the 
crime of which he so stands convicted, on condition that he do not return to the United 
Kingdom during the term of his natural life. 

Our will and pleasure therefore is, that you do give the necessary directions accord- 
ingly. And for so doing this shall be your Warrant. Given at Our Court at St. James’s, 
the 24th day of April 1868, in the 31st year of Our Reign. 

To Our trusty and well-beloved, the Governor 
of Western Australia, and all others whom By Her Majesty’s Command, 
it may concern. (signed) Gathorne Hardy.

or the Inrolment thereof shall be in all things found good valid sufficient and effectual 
in the Law and shall be as well to the said Justices and Sheriffs Escheatera Bailiffs 
and Coroners as to all others the Officers and Ministers of Us Our heirs and successors 
a sufficient Warrant and discharge in this behalf Provided always^ And We do hereby 
declare enjoin and require that these Our Letters Patent shall be Enrolled in the Rolls
